They sometimes serve the 
purpose of adding alkali, which is 
of benefit in persons who have un- 
usual acidity: Flavoured water are 
ordinarily hanmless if properly 
prepared and-if they. do not con- 
tain so much sugar that they: in- 
terfere with the appetite and the

Fluid in Foods, 


It should’ be remembered that 
tea, coffee, milk and, soup are 
largely water-and that most foods 
contain a considerable amount’ of 
fluid as well. In persons with dis-
